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MEMORANDA RELATIVE TO THE WAR WORK OF THE OFFICE OF 
EXHIBITS DURING 1917 AND 1918, 

All the exhibitions made by the Department through the Office of Exhib- 
its during the past two years were designed especially for the purpose of pro= 
moting greater production of farm products, greater saving of foods, prevention 
of all needless waste, and of stimulating any and all activities that might aid 
in winning the war, 

During the Fiscal year ending June 30, 1918, over thirty exhibitions 
and demonstrations relating to food production, conservation and distribution 
were held, These covered a wide range of territory extending from New England 
to Florida and westward to Illinois and Texas, carrying the war work of the De- 
partment direct to more than three millions of people, 

The cost of the preparation of these exhibits and the salaries of the 
Paden and demonstrators were borne by the Department, but the expenses 
incident to the movement and installation of the exhibits, freight, express, 
local labor charges, etc. were paid by the fair or exposition associations . 
from deposits made in advance, the amounts in each case being based upon eés-= 
timates made by the Expert on Exhibits,

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COOPERATION WITH STATE AND OTHER FAIRS IN THE 
SUMMER AND FALL OF 1918, 

Jointly with the War, Navy and Interior Dopartments, the Food Admin- 
istration and the Committee on Public Information, the Department of Agricul- 
ture made exhibitions at thirty-three fairs and expositions during the summer 
and fall season of 1918, 

This Federal’ exhibit filled eleven large freight cars, Thefe were di- 
vided into six lots: and sent out over the country in as. many circuits, in 
charge of oxperts from the Agricultural Department, Five circuits were each 
made up of two car-loads of exhibits, which, when installed for cisplay, filled 
a floor space of from. 8000 to 10,000 square fcet, The combined distance cover~ 
ed by the circuits was approximatcly 23,000 miles, oxtending ovor twenty-four 
otatos; tho total display space occupied by the exhibits was about 264,000 
squarc foet; anc the number of fair visitors who saw them was in excess of ten 
millions, All these oxhibitions Hite ova in cooperation with the Fair Associ- 
ations, the lattor paying practically one-half the cost, which, in round num- 
bers amounted to ~40, 000,00 for-the thirty-three fairs, or a trifle over $1200 
for each air, 

The above statoments include only the cost of assombling, shipping, 
installing and domonstrating the exhibits, The expenses attached to the prepa- 
ration of the exhibits themselves, the stands, show cases, etc,., some of the 
individual itcoms running into thousands of dollars, are difficult to estimate, 

The entire line of the combined Government exhibits propared under the 
Cirection of a Joint Committce on Government Exhibits, was designod to instruct 
the people in the war measures being carried on by the Government, to stimulate 
greater activity in all efforts to win the war and develop the strongest fecl- 


ings of loyalty to our country, The public everywhore manifested tho greatest 
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interest in these cisplays. They wore made tho "feature show" of the fairs 
and were admittedly the “rawing card that brought out record-breaking crowds of 
eager and appreciative visitors. 

RESULTS. 

It is difficult to specify the results of this work or estimate its 
value, I bclieve that though these exhibits, a great ‘cal has been accomplish- 
ed by informing people throughout the country of the important activities 
carried on by their Government, and in educating thom along many lines that will 
be of lasting benefit to them, It is this benefit which is so difficult to 
define in estimating results, However measured, the results warrant the exer- 
cise of organized endeavors for a broader and still more useful exhibit service 
in educating public opinion to a fuller appreciation of their practical value 
and in now stimulating growth in the arts and industrics of peace,
